LONDON POLICE. 
A Japhet in R eal L ife .— E xtraordinary am i M y s ­ 
terious Case. 
A gentleman, about 28 years o f age, 
w ho, from his appearance and manner, had evidently 
associated with persons o f rnnk, came before the mag­ 
istrate, Mr Dennett, in company with Mr Flow er, of the 
firm of Alderman Harmer & C o., to solicit advice un­ 
der the following most extraordinary and mysterious 
circumstances :— It appeared from the applicant’s state­ 
ment tlmt shortly after the French Revolution o f 1792, 
his father, who was a nobleman t>f tlmt country, was 
obliged with his lady to emigrate to England, where he 
continued to reside for severul years. 
Having at length 
made his peace with Napoleon, he returned to Paris, 
but he was obliged to leave his wife here, some of her 
near relatives having given great offence to Bonaparte, 
T h e most ardent attachment existed between his parents, 
and his father used to take every opportunity to visit 
her secretly ; and while she was resident in the British 
metropolis she gave birth to applicant and a daugh­ 
ter, but their existence was kept a profound secret, for 
this reason— that it should not be known her husband 
find quitted France, as !>y having done so he had ren­ 
dered himself liable to he beheaded or shot. 
At the 
age of seven he was taken from his mother (whom he 
had not since seen) to a school at Chelsea, and thence 
to one at Putney, where he remained a year and a half, 
lie was thence removed to the house o f a well known 
clergyman, and continued there for two years. 
At that period, from some cause or other, a proposi­ 
tion was made to apprentice him to a trade ; hut the 
Reverend Gentleman, suspecting that 
he was highly 
connected by birth, declared that he would adopt him 
ar.d bring him up, rather than allow hitn to be degrad­ 
ed. 
Through his determined opposition the scheme 
was abandoned and ho was sent to a public school, 
from which he was eventually taken by the clergyman, 
who removed him to a college tit Oxford, where he 
took Jus degrees. 
Ilis removal to Oxford was quite un­ 
known to his noble relatives; hut as soon os they be­ 
came aware of the circumstance, every expense was 
lavished upon him, through the hands of Messrs Hoare, 
the bankers, by order of a Peer o f this realm, (Lord 
and lus Lady.) 
In 1826 applicant purchased a 
commission in the British army, and held it till 1832, 
when he sold out, with 
a determination to devote.his 
w hole attention to disc over to whom he was indebted 
for his birth, and the reason he was debarred from a 
communication with them. 
A f’er the utmost persever­ 
ance, he 
ascertained, principally through a quarrel 
amongst his family, that his mother is now residing ¡h 
Pans, that hisfuther is dead, and that two sisters, who 
were, he believes, born before his parents took refuge 
here, had married two o f the 
French Nobility, one of 
whom is a Prince. 
O f his sister, who was horn in London, he could gain 
no tidings further than that she is at present alive, aud 
her being kept from him preyed more heavily on his 
mind than any thing else, especially when he had been 
given to understand, and had every reason to believe, 
that she was as harshly dealt with as himself. 
T o his 
brothers-in-law he had lately made himself known by 
proceedings against them in the Courts o f France ; but 
they pretended never to have heard o f him before, and, 
still wishing to keep the matter secret, they had offered 
him a princely fortune to remain in the dark respecting 
his family. 
T h e se terms he having indignantly reject­ 
ed, his allowance from the Peer alluded to was totally 
stopped, and he thought the magistrate could assist him 
hy granting him summonses against certain Noble per­ 
sons, to compel them to produce documents to strength­ 
en the foundation o f his claim to p ttrimony in France, 
and, above all, to obtuin an account o f the disposal of 
his sister. 
Mr Bennett observed that it was one of the most 
mysterious and remarkable cases he had ever heard o f; 
and Mr Flower said he would take upon himself to 
speak to the trutli o f the statement, adding that a vile 
conspiracy existed to keep the applicant from inheriting 
his father’s property. 
Mr Bennett said he could not see any ground to jus­ 
tify him (Mr Bennett) in interfering, ami the only course 
that the applicant could adopt was that which Mr Flow ­ 
er recommended, namely, indictment for conspiracy ; 
and at the same time the actions in the French Courts 
o f Law for the recovery of his rights might be pur­ 
sued. 
I he applicant, w ho w as much excited, then thanked 
the m agistrate, and left the otiice.
